SPECULATIONS ON THE PROBABIL- 
ITIES OF THE YEAR TO COME. 


The Looming Up of Thurman for the Senatorial Suc- 
cession in Ohio, and His Possible Appearance 
Before the National Convention— Mor- 
rison's Chances, Ete., Ete. 


December 28.—Ex-Lieuten- 
ant Goyenor John C. Underwood,of Ken- 
tucky, is editor of the Cincinnati News 
Journal, and an intimate friend of Speaker 
Carlisle. He has come to Washington, 
whither, it is said, he was called for consulta- 
tion with his friend over the committees. 

"What about tbe Ohio senatorship””’ 

“T cannot give you certain information, as 
the situation is too much mixed to decide 
definitely. Numerically, I think Pendleton 
will be in the lead, with Paynea strong sec- 
ond Ward, Converse, Geddes and Seney 


bringing up the rear. As to who will hold 
the balance of power, and how it will be ex 
ercised, I cannot with certainty answer. 
But in case there should be an irreconcilable 
division in the caucus, the chances would be 
in fayor of taking up a new man. If that 
should be done, the only possible choice is 
ex Senator Thurman.” 

“Whom will the democrats nominate for 
president?’ 

‘It seems from the present outlook that 
the democratic candidate for president will 
be selected from the west, probably from one 
of the states north of the Ohio, and east of 
the Mississippi. Should Mr. Morrison develop 
generally recognized strength through the 
work that will be presented from-the ways 
and means commiitee, he would bea very 

rominent candidate before the convention. 

hould Thurman be madesenator by a com- 
promise, he would be an exponent of the 
democratic situation, which might bring him 
immediately to the front. 

“McDonal«. of coarse, has strength. Should 
there be found in the east a gentleman who 
can ca:ry New York with certainty, he also 
would hayeachance. As to theold ticket, 
it undoubtedly has strength, and if Mr, Til- 
den would consent to run, it might be renom- 
iagated. It seems to me that the democratic 
party should jook to the sections where they 
can most likely obtain votes, and make a 
ticket upon principles rather than men. _ If 
this is done, I believe they vill be successful, 
no matter from what part of the country the 
candidates are taken.”’ 

THE DISCUSSION OF THURMAN. 

The belief strengthens in politicg! circles 
that contingencies are possible in the Ohio 
senatorial contest which may result in the 
election of Judge Thurman. Bat whether 
this occurs or not, it is known that friends 
of Mr. Thurman will bring his name before 
the democratic convention for the nomina- 
tion for president, and as they think pow 
with much prospectof success. The McDon- 
ald boom has petered out, as 
it ought, and there is really no manin the 
west who comes anywhere near possess- 
ing the qualifications of Judge Thurman. 
From 1864 down to 1880 the democrats have 
selected an eastern man as their presidential 
standard-bearer, while the republicams have 
taken theirs from the west. The opipion is 
practically unanimous that it is time for the 
democrats to reverse their course im this 
respect. It has been suggested that Thurman 
for “president, and ex-Governor Curtin, of 
Pennsy!vania, for vice president, would 
the strongest ticket that could be put up, and 
that Cincinnati isthe place to nominate it. 
The republicans admit that it will be some- 
what difficult for them to match a ticket like 
this. It would make a nice race if they 
would put up John Sherman, and let the two 
‘Ohioans make the struggle for the grand prize 


of the presidency. 
‘ MAHONE OSTRACISED. 


The Virginia senators already realize how 
greatly they blundered in going in with the 
republicans. They have lost theiridentity in 
the senate and forfeited their leadership at 
home. Reporis from Virginia say that Ma- 
hone’s followers in large numbers refuse to go 
with him into the ranks of the republicans. 
On Riddieberger, who refused tu go into the 
republican caucus, they now look with more 
favor. Mahone’s submission to Hoar’s lagh- 
ing has lost him caste with bis own 
people. He is accusefi of want of spirit 
and lacking sagacity, if not faithfulness, 
to histrust. Hard things are being said and 
harder still are only for the moment sup- 
pressed. Recently Mahone, in his forlorn- 
ness, said that he would be willing to support 
any republican—even Mr. Biaine, to which 
the Maine statesman is said to have replied 
that he was quite indifferent whether Ma- 
hone supported him or not; he was paying 
little attention now tothose who had been 
admitted at the side door and given seats on 
the back row. One thing, however, he would 
say, the Virginia senators should keep silent 
and behave.as became wanderers who had 
mercifully been given shelter. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL CONVENTION. 

Cuicaco, December 28 —‘'Yes; I have re- 
turned from the east,’’ said Hon. Joseph C. 
Mackin last evening, ‘‘and I can assure you 
that I kave an accurate knowledge of the fact 
that the democratic national convention for 
1884 will be heldin Chicago. All the south- 
ern and western members of the national 
committee are in favor of Chicago, and with 
many of the eastern ones it is second chcice.”’

The latter was arrested by the 
citizens who were attracted to the house by 
the sounds of shots, On Reynolcs was 
found a long statement of grievances against 
Budd. Reynolds is a member of the typo- 
graphical union No. 6, of New York, and re- 
sides in that city, where he hasa wife and 
one child. He married the daughter of a wo- 
man name Dietz, to whom Budd, he alleges, 
was much indebted. Budd did all in his 
power to break off this match, and from this 
and his alleged treatment of Mrs. Dietz and 
attempts to gain her property, the shooting 
resulted.’

Resolved, That as citizens of Obio, engaged in 
the traffic of malt, vinous and spirituous liquors, 
inconvention assembled, we areof opinion that 
said scott law is unconsti'utional and uvjust, and 
therefore respecifully ssk of the coming legislature 
the enactment of « judicious and constitutional 
law and thereby the repeal of the Scott law.

CONFINING THE RIVER: 


THE REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
i RIVER COMMISSION. 


P'The Commission Feels Satisfied With the Progress 
Made, and Expresses Ite Conviction That the 
Right Course is Now Being Pursued to 
Confine the River Within its Banks. 


commission, giving 
the progress of the surveys and 
examinations in the improve- 
ments of that river, since December ist, 1882, 
was submitted to the secretary of war to-day. 
lt says that at the date of the last annual! re 
| port of the commission, in December of lasi 
year, the work had been fairly inaugurated on 
the Plum Point and Lake Providence reaches, 
anc also in the vicinity of Memphisand Vicks- 
burg. Throughout December and January 
the work was pusbed with great vigor 
at Plum Point and Lake Providence. 

A considerable amount of mattress work 
was lost on account of the rise in the river in 
February. At the former place the uncom- 
pleted pile dykes also snitered considerable 
damage from the accumulation of drifts and 
the strong current, due to the rapid rising of 
the river. A high stage of water prevailed 
continuously until about the end of Jaly 
During this period work was confined 
thedykes, which required constant watcLing 
aud repairs. After the subsidence of the 
flood the construction of the mattrasses for 
the bank rivetment was resumed, but the 
season proved unusually sickly and labor was 
scarce and inefficient. Nothing of conse- 
quence was accgmplished until the ad- 
vent of the cool weather in the fall, 
Since then the work has _ progressed 
rapidiy. Every endeavor has been made to 
place the work in as safe a condition as possi- 
ble, but it is greatly to be feared that this can 
only be partially accomplished, as the funds 
now available, the balance of last year’s ap- 
propriation, will only admit of carrying on 
active operations about the middle of Decem- 
ber, after which time all work must cease un- 
til congress makes further appropriations for 
its prosecution. An appropriation of $100,- 
000 made immediately could be advantage- 
ously used. 

THE PAST YEAR'S EXPERIENCE. 

The experience of the past year has shown 
that the principles upon which the com- 
mission have based their work, are perfectly 
sound, and in this respect no modification 
seems to be necessary, though in regard to 
the details of construction, some changes 
have been called for. Next to the scarcity 
of labor, the greatest difficulty met with bas 
been the securitg of an ample anc timely 
supply of material used in constructien, 
especially brush and stone. During the pre- 
vious low water season, when low 
water depths ‘have been reported, 
Piumb Point and Lake Providence reaches 
have been fully asshallow as any point on 
the river. Yet during the present season 
there was net less than a twelve feet depth. 
Ali through these two reaches, and at Lake 
Providence during the lowest water, over fif- 
teen feet was reported. Thatsuch truly. re- 
markable effects should have been produced 
by the works in their unfinished condition, 
is extremely encouraging. 

RECOMMENDATIONS TO CONGRESS. 

As regards the ultimate success of the im- 
provement, the commission recom snds to 
congress <hbat the next improvement be first 
undertan.» »°t New Madrid, and the second at 
Memphis reach, [t also recommends the 
continuation of the levee work during the 
next season on the fronts of the Tensas and 
Yazoo basins. From observations made it is ob- 
servable tha, the rate of velocity and discharge 
during the rise increases more rapidly while 
the river is still within its banks, than during 
the higher stages when the banks are sub- 
merged, or escape occurs through outlets. 
The commission state there are serious prac- 
tical difficulties in the way of constructing a 
system of levees no higher than would 
be necessary for the confinement of 
ordinary floods, and at the same time protect 
them against disastrous injury from great 
tloods, which occur at irreguiar intervals. It 
is obvious that for the protection of the val- 
leys from overflow, there is necessarv a sys- 
tem of levees high and strong enough to with- 
stand the greatest flood. No other means 
of protection, the commission believe, is 
practicable or even passable. These fact- 
suggest obviously the idea of co-operation be- 
tween the general government and the com 
Inuunities interested in the prevention of overs 
flow in the maintenance of the levees system,

which shall serve at the same time the pur- 
pose of improvement in the channel and 
protection from overfllow, and as a prelim- 
inary to the consideration of such suggestion, 
the probable cost of such system is consid- 
ered material. The commission gives many 
interesting facts in regard to the work on the 
river. 
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THE NUTT TRIAL 


Duke's Friends Seeking to Lluciimidate Counsel and 
Witnesses. 

PittsburRG, December 28.—The announce 
ment that some person, presumably a sym- 
pataizer,of Dukes, has been writing threat- 
ening letiers to C. F, Breckenridge, a nephew 
of the late Captain Nutt, aod a principal wit 
ness in young Nutt’s defense, caused great ex- 
citement not only in Uniontown, but in this 
city. Tois was increased to-day by 
the statement that Mr. Brecken 
ridge was not the only person favored’ 
by scurrilous letters, and that a nim 
ber of a similar cbaracter have been. received 
by persons in this city who are expected to be 
interested in the trial, either as jurors or as 
active sympathizers of the prisoner. The facts 
upon which this statement is based were ob- 
tained in an interview with Major A. M. 
Brown, a member of Nutt’s counsel, and a 
genileman who is familiar with every detail of 
the famous case. When asked whether he 
knew of the existence of the Breckenridge 
letter the msjorsaid: ‘*Yes, I know that Mr. 
Breckenridge has _ received anonymous 
letters, made up of threats and scan- 
dal, and we have our. suspicions con- 
cerning the identity of the writer or writ- 
ers. We also know that parties in this city, 
jurors and others, bave received similar let- 
ters save that no threats were made. The 
object of the writer or writers is clearly to 
prejudice the case of young Nutt. I have 
seen two of the letters and have been inform- 
ed of the contents of another, and «m 
reasonably confident that many more 
bave been written to jurors and oth- 
ers which { know nothing of. 
Those I have seen are scandalous and outrage- 
ously false. They drag in the names of parties 
who have no possible connection with the 
case other than the capacity of sympathizers, 
and contain statements that I know to be 
falsehoods of the vilest description. 

‘Has the receipt of the letiers alarmed Mr. 
Breckenridge or any one else?” 

‘Not in the slightest. Persons who have 
concocted desperate plans do not advertise 
them, as is done in the anonymous letters. 
Neither will they accomplish the object de- 
sired. The venom and malice of the writer 
is too apparent. The judgment that dictated 
them and caused them tu be sent is of the 
crudest description.”’ 

‘Willany attempt be made to expose and 
punish the writer?” 

‘| think so, but not because the friends of 
James Nutt fear the effect of the letters. Any 
prosecution that may follow the exposure of 
the scheme will be only im the interest of the 
public.

Major Brown could not be induced to give 
the names of the persons in this city who 
have been favored with epistles from Dukes’s 
friends. He stated, however, that he still con- 
siders the acquittal of James Nutt a foregone 
conclusion, and that it will not be due to 
public sentiment, but to the fact that an 
equitable and legal defense will be estab 
lished. Concerning the report that Senator 
Voorhees had withdrawn from the case, 
Major Brown said that he bad not heard from 
the senator recently, but did not consider bis 
withdrawal probable. He has taken great 
interest in Nutt’s fate and believes his con- 
stituents will not criticise him for absenting 
hinrself from the senate to aid in the conduct 
of the trial.

Faltlures as Keported to R. G. Dun— Their Character 
and Extent. 

New York, December 28.—The business 
failures in the United States during last 
week, as reported to R. G. Dun & Co., num- 
ber 214, and in Canada and provinces 24. The 
total is 238 failures compared with 323 the 
previous week. The western and southern 
states still show a large number in compari- 
son with other sections of the country. The 
principal failures to note in New York city 
are those of Carroll & Co., hats and caps, and 
William Carroll &  Vo., manufacturers of hats. 
In the country are to be noted the inportant 
assignments of A. D. Smith & Co., cotton 
goods, Providence, R. 1., with very large iia- 
bilities; ©. L. Jeffords and Jeffords, Baily & 
Co., axes und upholstery good, Jamestown, 
N. ¥.; C. A. Cautant & Co., furnishing and 
fancy goods, Chicago. 

Boston, December 28.—The 
and extensive cotton manufacturing firm of 
A. D. Smith & Co., of Providence, R. L., 
failed this morning. Their liabilities are 
placed at $1,800,000. The firm has five cot- 
ton mills, two being in Providence, two in 
Johnstown, and one in Woonsocket, running 
$7,000 spindles in all. The failure involves 
the suspension of the Providence steam mail! 
company, tbe Groton man" facturing compa- 
py, andthe Franklin manufacturing compa- 
ny. The firm ‘was estab- 
lished many years ago by 
Amos D. Smith, now deceased, and bis broth. 
er, J. Y. Smith, under thetitle of A. J. and 
J. Y¥. Smith & Co. Later it was found advis- 
able to divide the property, and the business 
was carried on alone by A. D. Smith under 
the present firm’s name antil his death, in 
1876. At thattime the firm was reported 
very wealthy, and Mr. Smith’s individual 
property was estimated at $1,000,000. His 
son, A. D. Smith, F. W. Smith and B. B. Ad- 
ams constitute the present firm, and assum- 
ed control under unfavorable circumstances 
The property was very large, but consisted to 
agreat extentin an expensive [plant, while 
the indebtedness was very heavy, and the ac- 
tive capital was too small for the s.ze of ~ the 
business. 

New York, December 28.—The insolvent 
achedules of the bankrupt silk manufacturing 
firm of S. M. Meyenburg & Co. were filed to- 
day, They state the liabilities at $225,859: 
nominal assets, $250659; actual assets.

ProvipENce, December 28.—Sam C. Blod- 
gett, recently dismissed from the position of 
treasurer of the Providence institution of 
Savings, proves to have embezzeled the funds 
of the bank to the amount of $27,136, being 
$15,720 more than the amount recoverable 
from his bondsmen. The robberies cover a 
period of eight years. Upon complaint of 
the officers of the institution a warrant was 
recently issaed for Blodgett’s arrest, who was 
believed to bein the vicinity of Boston, but 
he has not yet been discovered. The loss 
does not effect the institution, which hasa 
surplus of nearly a million dollars. 

St. Louis, December 28.—The Vulcan steel 
works, in this city, will shut down early next 
month.

BALTIMORE, December 28 —The congress of 
socialists labor organizations closed it session 
in this city this afternoon.

BY THE FLAMES. 


The Destruction of Property aud Danger of Lile 
Yesterday. 

WILMINGTON, Del., December 28.—A fire 
broke out about 3 o'clock this morning in a 
cooper shop belonging to E. J. Dupont, Den- 
emours & Co., and situated on the eastern 
side of Brandywine, nearly opposite the 
middle yards where most of the company’s 
powder mills stand. The flames communica- 
ted to the adjoining buildings, in one of 
which the extinguishing apparatus was kept 
and access thus being cut off, the fire burned 
almost unchecked.

They claim that the arbitrary powers with 
which it is proposed to clothe these courts 
would be in yiolation of the vested rights of 
shipowners and make their property unpro 
ductive. Several large insurahce companies 
also oppose the projected reforms and threat- 
en to transfer their business to France and 
Holland if the government attempts to stop 
over-insurance or otherwise to meddle with 
the financial administration of their affairs, 

FEANCE AND CHINA. 

LonpoN, December 28.—The following state-

the fifty-three men rescued from the steamer 
landed here by the brig G. D. T., gives the 
following account of the disaster: On No- 
vember 17th, in latitude 44 deg, 17 min, 
n. e., long. 42 deg., 20 min. w., a hurricane 
carried away the | deck, bridge, eagine 
room, skylights and main deck from the poop 
to the engine roem, leaving only the iron 
work intact. It also brought down one of the 
masts which, in its fall, smashed five life- 
boats and a few pinnaces. The water gained 
upon the engine room, quenched the fires 
and filled the hold. Four sailors and one 
passenger perished at thistime., Dr. Frazer, 
the Plantain’s physician, and four sailors 
were injured, and one of the latter died. 
Four hundred and sixty tons of cargo were 
jettisoned in the efforts to relieve the vessel. 
Several steamers passed the Plantian, while 
she was undergoing her terrible trial, but 
paid no attention to her signals of distress, 
fhe crew took to pumps and bailed water 
night and day, thus keeping the ship afloat 
until December 6th, when the British brig 
G. D, T. from Pasbepiac, hove in sight and 
rescued the prssengers and crew. Two of 
the men were afterwards transferred to an- 
other vessel, and the rest were landed at

Sarah Yonkesk, wife of George Yonkers, tes- 
tified, and her evidence created great sensa- 
tion.

IMMIGRATION FACTS AND FIGURES. 

The number of arrivals this year of adopted 
citizens foots up 390,400 as against 455,450 last 
year, and 441,064 in 1881. While the number 
of arrivals is less, it is thought that more 
skilled laborers have sought our shores than 
in any previous year, and that fully as many 
well-to do farmers came over as in any other 
year. These farmers left the British isles on 
account of the land troubles. The flow of 
undesirable immigration at the instance of so- 
cities on the other side of the Atlantic was 
promptly stopped by the commissioners of 
immigration in New York, and no fault was 
found in this respect during the lvtter half 
of the year. 

The following table will show the number 
of emigrants who have arrived in New York 
during the present year from foreign ‘ands

Of this immigration New York state has 
received the largest number, as has been the 
case for many years past. Altogether 146,637 
aiiens have settled in the state, less than 
40,000 of whom remained in New York city. 
More than 15,000 of the latter figure were 
German, Irish and English serving girls, who 
came here with the intention ot finding such 
employment and were furnished situations 
by the labor bureau. The avowed destina- 
tions of all immigrants arriving during the 
past year can be seen by the following table: 
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Georgia contains about one-thirtieth 
population of the country, with a propor- 
tionate amount of territorial and climati: 
attractions. If this state had got its propor- 
tion of the newly-arrived citizens it would 
have received over 15,000 people instead of 
188. It would have received enough to have 
infused new life in all parts of the state— 
enough to have incre&sed nearly every town 
in the state, and left a goodly number over to 
to take up portions of our unoccupied lands. 
The table presented in this article shows where 
Georgia's quota went to, and any one travel- 
;ng through the states that took our portion 
can readily see what immigration is worth.

In 1850 the 
firm of James McHenry had a fticet of three hun- 
dred vessels in service and imported 106,C00 bales 
of cotton, 200,000 barrels of flour, and other pro- 
visions in proportion. During ‘his business career 
Mr. McHenry acted as financial agent for many 
crowned heads ot Europe and was 4a 
Warm, personal triend of Napoleon III. 
After that emperor’s fall, Mr. McHenry 
advanced large sums of money tohim, and has 
come into paessession of much property that former 
ly belonged to Napoleon. In 1858, while dining 
with the American 
whos«at beside Mr. McHenry spoke of the advan- 
‘tages to be derived from the construction of the 
Atlantic and Great Western railway. Being favor- 
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ably impressed’ with the idea, he took up the 
scheme and brought the first railroad into Cleve-

SENATOR MORRILL, in a recent speech on coinage, 
gives the history of American coppers. The first 
made were manufactured at Rupert in Vermont, 
before Vermont had been admitted into the union. 
The owner of the mint, Rueben Harmon, was bound 
to pay the state 2% percent for his privilege. At 
first these coins passed two fora penny, then four 
and then eight, when they no longer paid for the 
cost, mainly on accountof the sudden competition 
of other states, and of the large importations of 
Birmingham hardware,commonly calied ‘'Bung- 
town coppers.’’ In 1787, by authority of congress, 
a contract was made with James Jarvis ‘or 200 tons 
of copper coin, of the federal standard, and cents 
were coined at the New Haven mint of the following 
description: On one side [3 circles linked together, 


asmali circle in the middle, with the words, ‘We 
are one;’’ on the other side a sundial, and below | 
the dial the words, ‘‘Mind your business."’ In1792 
congress authorized the coinsge of a copper cent 
weighing 264 grains, which was reduced in 1793 to 
208 grains, again reduced in 179% to 168 grains, later 
to 140 grains, on which the so-called ‘‘booby: head’’ 
appears, and in 18357 to 72 grains, of which 88 per 
cent was to be copper and 12 percent nickel In 
1864 it was once more reduced to 45 grains—95 per 
centofcopper and5dper centoftia or zinc. Fin- 
ally, in 1582, the last change was made to three 
fourths of copper and one-fourth of nickel, but the 
weight remains at 48 grains.

SPEER'S PROPOS#D REJECTION, 
From the Charleston, 8. C.; News and Courier. 

We do not know what our senators intend to do 
in relation to the confirmation of the nomination 
of Mr. Speer as district attorney, but it will be easy 
to show the public, if not to canvince the senate, 
that he is an unfit person to represent the United 
States in any court where justice is to be done. 
Mr. Speer had charge of the political cases that 
were tried the week before last at Columbia, and 
his couduct there was nothing less than infamous, 
For what he did, or attempted, he should be 
stricken from the roll of attorneys. 

i. Mr. Speer asserted the right to ‘‘stand aside’’ 
jurors, knowing that in that way he could thrust 
from the jury every juror who had any political or 
social relations with the accused. Upon packing 
the jury with personal and political opponents of 
the accused, he relied for success, 

2. ihe jurors whom Mr. Speer depended on were 
greenbackers aud republicans exclusively. These 
jurors had confereuces from lime to time to arrange 
tneir plan of action. Mr. speer was cognizant of 
these conferences. At oneof them the jurors pres- 
entagreed that, being republicansand greenback- 
ers, and the defendants being democrats, the ju- 
rors would find the defendants guilty, no matter 
what the evidence should be. An affidavit estab 
lisbing the fact is, or was, in the hands of counsel 
in Columbia, 

3. Mr. Speersoughtto put on the jury @ man 
named Bolger, who was one of his own witnesses. 
When objeciion was made that this man, having 
been summoned as a witness, could pot be expeet- 
ed to act without prejudice asa juror, Mr. Speer 
assured the court that Bolger had been summoned 
to testify only to formal] matters of no consequence.

Speer demanded the convietion of the accused, by 
ajuryhe believed to have been packed success- 
fully, and Xnowing that, if his demands were com- 
plied with, respected and respectable citizens 
would be sent, witbout a reason or a séufticient 
cause, tothe Albavy penitentiary. A Similar ac 
knowledgementof the empitiuess of the charge he 
made when a mistrial was ordered. 

There are other counts for the indictment, but 
we have said enough to show that Mr. Speershould 
not be allowed to misrepresent the goverument any 
longer and bring it into disrepute.

St. Jonns, N. F., December 28.—The execu- 
tive embargo on the telegraph wires has been 
raised, and the following particulars of the 
troubie at Harbor Grace have been received: 
A reliable agent at Harbor Grace telegraphs 
thatthe disturbance originated on Monday 
evening in the threats of the Catholics to ob- 
struct the procession of the Orangemen the 
following. Wednesday. A great déal of street 
brawling occurred during Monday, but by 
the efforts of the police authorities, the mob 
was dispersed. Tuesday passed peacefully. 
Wednesday the Orangemen met at the British 
hall, arranged their programme, and put on 
their uniforms, badges and customary 
symools, and marched from the hall to 
the Wesleyan church. After service they 
proceeded to Bear's cove, thence Ub Harvey 
street, and when about ts return bome 
through Coater street, were attacked by amob 
with guns, hatchets and pickets. When con- 
fronted by the mob the Orange procession 
halted, whereupon seven Sealing guns, load- 
ed with heavy shot, were discharged into 
theirranks. Four men named Jeans, Darma- 
dy, Callahan and French, fell and expired al- 
most instantly. Eighteen were wounded, 
five is supposed mortally.

The air was cool and crisp, and a [frosty 
wind struck the noses and ears of tue firemen 
as they clung to the flying truck.

To the fire- 
men it wassimply business. To the reporter, 
who had ‘‘caught on’’ as the truck went out, 
it-wasrarefun. . 

“Come en!’’ shouted a man on horseback 
who bad turned on the alarm; and away he 
dashed from the box as the truck came up 
and down a side street went the truck at 
full tilt. 

Over rough crossings, into innumerable 
holes, .clatter, dash, went the truck in a way 
that would have been dangerous in day time, 
to say nothing of a irip in the dark. 

At last on & back street the fire was found-— 

a little bleze undera man’s hearth. It was 
Siendy under the control of buckets of water 
but the hook and ladder boys ffnished the job 
in short order. Meantime Joeand Billy were 
well blanketed and awaited the return trip, 
which was of course more leisurely made 
when the fire was well out. 

IN THE BELL TOWER. 

The scribe was thinking of his ride yester- 
day as, in company with Chief Ryan, he took 
a turn among the tire laddies. 

‘*First,’’ said the chief, ‘“‘you 
where the boys Sleep.”’ 

The first place visited was the second floor 
of the hvok and ladder truck,house. A num- 
ber of cots in a large room neatly made up 
showed the bachelor quarters of the firemen. 
Beside each bed stood a pairof boots and with 
each boot was a pairof pantaloons lying as 
though they had all been pulled off together. 
The reporter looked up for an explanation. 

“‘A fireman puts on his boots first thing,” 
said the chief. ‘‘He sleeps in his socks and 
the moment the bel! taps he spring out of 
bed, jumps into his boots, pulls on his panta- 
joous and runs down stairs with his coat in 
hishand. His hat is onthe truck, You [will 
finditthe same way in all the sleeping 
rooms.”’ 

A moment later 
fire chief were 
little stairway to get into the 
belfry, wherein the big firebell hangs. It 
may not be ealnteresting ¢ to tell how this big 
bell operates. 

In a dark little room just under the bell j 

a piece of machinery, in appearance, very 
much like unto the machinery thatruns 4 
tower clock. An immense iron weight, 
weighing twelve hundred pounds, is wound 
up on acylender in this piece of machanism, 
and is held by a notched wheel, asthe we ight 
ofaclockisheld. At another end of the 
machine is an eight-inch magnet. The affair 
is so gonstructed that when an alarm is turned 
on, the gearing is thrown off, the notched 
wheel turns an inch orso, the big weight 
raises the bell clapper a foot or two, and then 
lets it fall back and strik® the bell. Mean- 
time the magnet has drawn everything back in- 
to position again ready to repeat tbe operation 
as many times as the number of the station 
demands. The gongs at the differant engine 
houses,at the station house and at Mr. Ryan’s 
house all have similar machinery on a smalier 
scale.

“Yes,’’ said the chief, in answer to a querry 
“there is a gong at my bedside and it never 
fails towake me. My horse is in astable 
right at my decor and at night is kept con- 
stantly sad died.

‘Don’t these horses enjoy going to a fire””’ 

“Immensely. The bell isto them what the 
drum beat is toan old soldier. I daresay a 
horse that has: been in the service for any 
length of time, feels new life when the bell 
caps. 

‘Is is hard to train them? 

“No it is an easy task. If we get a green 
horse we have to tap the belli and lead him 
ouiatew times and then he will come very 
readily.

‘Are Joe and Billy the best horse 
service * 

“They seem to be the favorites, though we 
have other horses that are very valuable. They 
are perhaps the fHeetest. No. 2 engine has the 
largest horses in the citv. They weigh fifteen 
hundred pounds apiece, and carry the engine 
readily.”’ 

“How long does it take to get a reel or truck 
out?” 

“The horsés can generally be bitched in five 
or six seconds, The harness is already on them 
and there is nothing o buckle ortie. Five 
snaps for each horse will hitch 
them up. The lines are already on the dri- 
ver’s seat and he having none of the hitching 
to do springs upon the box and is ready to 
drive outas soon asthe horses are hitched 
up. Usually we are in the street in from ten 
to fifteen seconds. This morning the truck 
was hitched and ready to go to the fire before 
the bell had finished the first round of 15 
The boys had to wait for it to get through be- 
fore they could leave.’’ 

WHAT THE DEPARTMENT COSTS. 

The department during the year bas cost 
$22,000, It issaid that theservice is to be 
increased and bettered next year. it now 
consists of a truck, two reels, two steamers in 
service andonein reserve, and twenty-six

Thecry of fire is not heard ir Atlanta 
now once in six months, whereas formerly 
the sound of the bell was the signal for 
tumultuous yeiling. People do not go to 
fires as much now as formerly. Thus Atlanta 
is grac ually dropping off provincial customs 

“When do fires occur most frequently’ 
asked the scribe of the chief. 

‘‘Almost nine-tenths' of the 
occur between ten and - twelve 
three and five at night 
from nine to eleven and 
to five in the daytime. That fact has 
been remarked by firemen for a long time 
and is explained by the theory that cooking 
is generally done at the day hours named. 
We can’t explain how the fires occur at the 
particular hours at night,”’

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A BRONZE BEAUTY 


Semething Abouta Handsome and Cost y Ornament 
to be Piaced in Grapt Mark. 

‘Presented to Sidney Root, President of 
the Grant Park Commission, by W. F. Her- 
ring,’’ is the inscription on a unique and 
handsome gift just received by the L. P. 
Grant park, from Mr. W, F. Herring, a for- 
mer citizen of Atlanta. The present is a 
large sun dial of bronze, elaborately engraved 
by hand, and 33 inches in diameter. It is 
the intention of the commission to mount 
the the sun dial in the park early during the 
coming year. 

This magnificent instrument was mana- 
factured by a distinguished optician of New 
York. Thetonstructor was engaged. upon 
it about thfee months, and during the pro- 
gress of his work he consulted many A at 
nent mathematical and geographical profes- 
sors.. In New York this dial attracted much 
attention and excited general admiration. 
The dial may be described as a _ solid 
plate of bronze on which is engraved 
by hand the names of 50 of the principal 
cities in the world, with their respective dis- 
tances from Atlanta, which 1s in the center 
of the plate, The dial proper, 12 inches in 
diameter, gives the sun time in thiscity. A 
movable bronze crown on a pivotal ‘pedestal 
in the center may be. made to point towards 
any locality on the large plate, thus indicat- 
ing its geographical direction from Atlanta. 

Sun dials are still used in Europe, 
and in this country’ the government 
places them in its arsenals and forts. The dial 
presented to Grant park, however, is probabiy 
the most elaborate and costly im existence, 
with perhaps the exception of one at Vevey, 
Switzerland, It will not only be an ornament 
tothe park, but, froma scientific point of 
view, it will be an instrument of permanent 
value to Atlanta and vicinity.

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TWO FREIGHT TRAINS COLLIDE 


Aimost a Serious Accident on the Central Haliroad 
Near the Nelson Street Bridge. 

About seven o’clock last night two Central 
road freight trains ran tegether with a mighty 
crash just under the Neison street bridge. 

Directly under the bridge there is a switch 
which joins several side tracks to the main 
track. About seven o’elock a long freight 
train, drawn by the Marietta engine, started 
out of the yard on one of the side tracks for 
atripto Macon. As the engine began puif- 
ing and pulling away another freight train 
on its way in from Macon crossed Peters 
street, on the main track, and by the time 
the two trains, moving in opposite directions, 
reached the bridge they were under good 
headway. Just why the accident happened 
no one seems toknodOw. However, when the 
outgoing train reached the switch the engine 
essaved to reach the main track, 
as the incoming train. was on that 
track the effort was useless 
and the effect disastrous. The engine struck 
the i eemning train about midway and the 
terrible*¥crash and instant balting of both 
trains again demonstrated the fact that no 
two trains goingin opposite direction can 
travel onthe same piece of track at the 
same time. Three cars of the incoming 
train were thrown from the track and one of 
them was completely torn to splinters. The 
engine that struck was considerably 
injured, Several persons in. both cabs 
were thrown and knocked about 
like chaffin the wind but no one was hurt. 
The nearest approach to death was by a 
brakeman who was on top of the train. He 
saw that the collision was inevitable and be- 
gan running toward the rear of the train, 
and when the coach came he had just jump- 
ed from the car that was struck midway. The 
car was knocked almost entirely over and 
had the brakeman not leaped from it at the 
moment he did he would have been thrown 
from the top of the car against the heavy tim- 
bers of the bridge. The accident blockaded 
all of the tracks about the bridge for an hour 
or more and delayed the trhkins.
